This action is responsive to remarl<s/amendment filed 03-14-2005, which has been 
entered. Claims 9-31 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 3-14-2005, with respect to claim 9 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate of render obvious the combination of a dampened gear train as set 
forth in claims 9 and 24, and in particular, include a second idler gear mounted to a 
shaft that that extends through the second idler gear, an output pulley mounted to a 
cam pulley shaft that extends into a first splined hole of an output gear shaft, a second 
idler pulley mounted to a solid splined shaft that extends into a second splined hole of 
the second idler gear and an endless belt wrapped around the output and idler pulleys, 
wherein each of the distal ends of the output and idler shaft has a lubricant fitting for 
supplying lubricant to the first and second splined holes.
